Part of the problem may be a signal which though weak is unduly distorted 
and difficult to print at the other end. 


There are three checks I can think of that might help: 


1. If you have another receiver and computer, try to copy your own signal to 
make sure that it is coming out in good shape. 


2. Load up to a dummy antenna and look at the output r-f£ envelope with a 
scope while in IDLE mode. You should see a perfect two-tone signal with no 
clipping, flat-topping or distortion. You can run up the transmitter power 
until any of that is seen and then back off. If that power level can be 
handled by the 817 at an average duty cycle of about 70%, then you are all 
set. 


3. Lacking a scope, if you have a good wattmeter that will read both PEP and 
average, set up the rig as above and measure the PEP output. If you are not 
distorting, the average power will be exactly half the PEP. If it isn't, 
something is amiss. 


The scope is really the best way to know what you are putting out. Doesn't 
have to be much - I use a little 20 MHz dual-trace Goldstar that works great 
for envelope monitoring.

I use this program, and really like it. I can offer these notes: 


(1) Spice Opus is based on Berkeley's Spice3. Pspice and most other 
commercial versions are based on Spice2. That means that some available 
part models won't work without slight modifications. In particular, many 
op-amp macro-models use internal sources with the POLY syntax, which is 
incompatible with Spice 3. You can easily change them to Spice3 "B" sources 
to make them work. 


(2) Recent versions of Spice Opus have a node-limited free "lite" version 
and an unlimited paid version. If the node limit is a problem and you don't 
have money to spend, look for the older free versions with unlimited nodes. 
(3) They've done a great job patching up memory leaks and other bugs in the 
original Spice3 code. Spice Opus is a very stable and reliable 
implementation of Spice3. 

(4) Yes, it's available for windows too. 

No commercial interest, etc--just a satisfied user.

I was just flat amazed! After learning that the radio was set up 
wrong when you followed what the manual said, and set it up with USER-U 
instead of PSK31-U....Daaaa I got on 40 meters around 7.070 and saw 
there were a couple of people on psk there. 


I was sure when I switched to USER that the thing would use the 
wide ssb filter, but happy me, it continued to use the 500 Hz CW filter! 
So even with a lot of odd sounds around us I was just looking a a 500 Hz 
part of the band. 


The Digipan software is just super. I am using version 1.6 which 
seems to be the last version they will offer, because it's so good. At 


around 0300 today which was 8PM in Las Cruces, I called CQ on psk31 QRP 
on 40 meters at 7.070 MHz 


The first CQ was answered by N8VUL Brett in Phoenix AZ. He was 
using a slinky antenna in an apartment. He said he was copying me 599 
with no dropouts. I copied him with some drop outs. He was pretty weak 
but we did have a fine QSO. 


The second CQ was answered by KC7YBD Dan in Nevada. Again Dan 
copied me fine and I had some trouble with him. I think the problem was 
that Dan and Brett both had too much signal going to there transmitter. 
I was reading about 1.5 watts on my MFJ antenna tuner but looking at 
power out on the 817 screen I could see that the power went up high when 
I was sending data. 


Anyhow on Saturday night I Warbled on 40 meters and it worked. 
The band conditions are terrible and the noise was high but psk31 got 
through just about as well as CW gets through. I look forward to more 
contacts in the days ahead.

(1) Spice Opus is based on Berkeley's Spice3. Pspice and most other 
commercial versions are based on Spice2. That means that some available 
part models won't work without slight modifications. In particular, many 
op-amp macro-models use internal sources with the POLY syntax, which is 
incompatible with Spice 3. You can easily change them to Spice3 "B" sources 
to make them work. 


(2) Recent versions of Spice Opus have a node-limited free "lite" version 
and an unlimited paid version. If the node limit is a problem and you don't 
have money to spend, look for the older free versions with unlimited nodes. 
(3) They've done a great job patching up memory leaks and other bugs in the 
original Spice3 code. Spice Opus is a very stable and reliable 
implementation of Spice3. 

(4) Yes, it's available for windows too.

The 
principle disadvantage that I can see is getting the component quality 
you will need for things like IF filters. Very High frequency crystal 
filters are not generally available on the open market, and are very 
hard to fabricate at home. Finding crystal of the necessary Q is not 
something I would like to contemplate with surplus computer crystal. 0 
ne approach you might try is to contact current manufacturers and try to 
buy what you need as spares./
